1. Regarding peptides reeited in the elaims, said peptides need to be identified in the claim 
with the appropriate SEQ. ID. number. In addition, it would expedite prosecution if applicant 
indicated which parent applications disclosed the particular p>eptides recited in the claims (eg. is 
FLLLADARV disclosed in 09/189702, etc). 

2. Claims 48-76 are under consideration. Claims 1-47 have been cancelled. 

3. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of the 
claimed invention: 

The particular peptides recited in claims 48,61,64,75 . Applicant needs to elect a particular 
peptide. It is noted that claim 72 reads on a peptide containing six of the peptides recited in said 
claim (eg. wherein said six peptides are linked). The elected peptide can be any one peptide 
encompassed by the aforementioned claims (eg. the elected peptide could be a peptide containing 
six of the peptides recited in claim 72). 
These peptides have different amino acid sequences. 

Apphcant is required under 35 U.S.C. § 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held 
to be allowable.
